Mr. BROCK resumed his defense of the 
report of the committee.

Gen. M. D. Corse, ex-Maj. Gen. Confeder- 
erate army; Col. Geo.

Directly after the disaster occurred the 
fire alarm was used to give notice, and the 
Hook and Ladder companies of the city 
repaired at once to the scene. A cardon of 
police was drawn around the building, and 
the ladders were thrown up to the win- 
dows. For three hours after that the 
scene was full of horror. Minute after 
minute there appeared, swung out bya 
rope tied aronnd the body some popular 
favorite, who, after being swung on top of 
the shoulders of one of the Fire Brig&de, 
mangled and dead, were brought down the 
ladder into the green of the Public Park, 
where it was instantly surrounded by two 
or three thousand of those who had gath- 
ered to recognize the slain. The park was 
filled with anxious weeping women and 

fous men, until 2 o’clock, when the last 
4 was drawn from tue building. After 
thigthe police closed the park, refusing 
admittance to any one, the bodies of the 
dead having been sent out. 

All the stores in the city were 
closed and placards put upon the 
doors, “closed in consequence of the 
disaster at the Capitol.” 

No more business was done during the 
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day. 

To-night, meetings were held of mem- 
bers of the Press Association, members of 
the late Military Associations, and mem- 
— of the bar and of the citizens gener- 
ally. 

To-morrow will be observed as a general 
day of mourning.
